Updates on Crystal Commons project

WILMINGTON - The Crier 
spoke with Wilmington 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation Carole 
Hamilton about the year 
ahead .for the Planning 
Board, Board of Appeals, and 
Conservation Commission. 
The Lowell Junction 
Interchange project contin- 
ues on its moderate pace and 
the Crystal Commons condo- 
miniums/apartments devel- 
opment has garnered another 
appeal. 

The Crier reported in 
November that The 
Federated Companies, a pri- 
vately held property develop- 
ment and management firm, 
is looking to develop an 11.5- 
acre parcel at 10 Burlington 
Avenue, the former site of 
Diamond Crystal Salt. 

The Board of Appeals origi- 
nally permitted the site for 
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108 luxury condominiums, 
with 30 units designated as 
‘affordable’ under the state’s 
40B affordable housing law, 
within two three-story build- 
ings. At its December meet- 
ing, Federated presented a 
plan to change the units from 
ownership condominiums to 
apartment rentals. Federated 
also proposes to scale back 
the overall footprint of the 
building. Thirty units will 
still be priced affordably but, 
as a rental property, all 108

units will count toward the 
town’s affordable housing 
stock. 

Once results of the 2010 cen- 
sus are complete, the state 
will review Wilmington’s 
affordable housing stock to 
determine if it meets the 10 
percent requirement.

Locals recall Camelot

WILMINGTON - When “the 
torch was passed to a new 
generation” 50 years ago, 
some Wilmington people were 


there. 

The line is from the inau- 
gural address of Pres. John F. 
Kennedy, who was inaugurat- 
ed on Jan. 20, 1961. It was-a 
moment to remember. 

For the Lynch family of 
Silver Lake, it was an electri- 
fying moment. Josephine 
“Sis” Lynch of Wilmington 
was Mrs. David F. Powers. 
Other than Bobby Kennedy, 
Dave Powers was the presi- 
dent’s closest friend. On the 
night of the inaugural ball in 
Washington, Jo and Dave 


Powers had a room on the 
same floor of the Mayflower 
Hotel as the Kennedys. 

In the Kennedy administra- 
tion, he was Special Assistant 
the to President. 

Jo Lynch, who graduated 
from Wilmington High School 
in 1942, was from the George 
Lynch family at Silver Lake. 
The late Chief of Police Paul 
J. Lynch and School 
Committeeman Arthur Lynch 
were her brothers. 

Also at the inaugural ball 
were some other Wilmington 
residents, all Democrats, of 
course. Alice Chisholm of 
Hopkins Street was there, 
along with Mary Cunningham 
and Anna Visconti. z 
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The inauguration was held 
outdoors in spite of a heavy 
snowfall the previous night. 
The temperature was in the 
low 20’s, very cold for 
Washington. John F. Kennedy 
took the oath of office and 
delivered a 13-minute inau- 
gural speech, considered by 
many to be one of the best 
inaugural _ speeches in 
American history. 

Mrs. Chisholm had a cam- 
era, but was not allowed to 
photograph the Kennedys at 
the ball. Her family has many 
photographs that she took in 
Washington.

Town Committee was quite 
active 50 years ago, providing 
the grass-roots support that 
any successful candidate 
needs.

The story of David Powers 
becoming special assistant to 
President Kennedy starts in 
1946 in a third-floor apart- 
ment near the Bunker Hill 
Monument in Charlestown. 
Powers, an Army Air Force 
veteran of World War II, was 
unemployed and living with 
his widowed sister in 1946. He 
had grown up on the streets 
of Charlestown, selling news-

SURPRISE TWIST IN

When one spouse dies, it is most 
usual for the survivor simply to 
claim benefits.on the earning record 
of the higher-earning partner. But 
that is not always the wisest choice. 
In some cases, the widow or widow- 
er would do better to take a survivor 
benefit first and then switch to his or 
her own benefit at age 70. 

Two keys to the decision: for those 
born between 1943 and 1954, if you 
start collecting benefits at age 62, 
the amount will be permanently 
reduced to 75 percent of full benefits. 

(There’s a month-by-month differ- 
ence between ages 62 and 66.) On 
the other hand, if you wait, the ben- 
efits will increase by a small per- 
centage each year until you reach 

70. 

It calls for some calculation before 
you decide. Compare expected bene- 
fits for each at full retirement age. 
Claiming the survivor’s benefit-even 
a reduced benefit at age 62-may pay 
better than the earned benefits of 
the lower earner. But by age 70, her 
or his own earned benefits may top 
that of the higher eamer.

papers outside the 
Charlestown Navy Yard. 

Kennedy was running from 
Congress. Someone suggested 
to him that he contact Dave 
Powers for help in meeting 
people in Charlestown. So 
Kennedy went knocking on 
his door, asking for his help. 

Powers agreed, and pro- 
ceeded to work on every 
Kennedy campaign after 
that. They became fast 
friends for 17 years. 

Powers remained in Boston, 
working for the Boston 
Housing Authority state hous- 
ing board during Kennedy’s 
Congressional years. While 
there, he married his secre- 
tary, Josephine Lynch. 

Dave Powers became a 
familiar face in Wilmington. 
When they were in the area, 
they would visit the Lynch 
family every Sunday, recalls 
“Snooky” Lynch, Jo’s nephew, 
who recalls Dave Powers as 
“just an ordinary guy.” 

Powers would say he was 
just a newspaper boy who 
met a president. 

The stories about Powers 
are legendary. His duties with 
JFK sometimes seemed like 
that of a glorified butler. In 
1952, he forgot to pack a pair 
of black shoes for JFK for the 
Democratic National 
Convention. Kennedy had to 
wear brown shoes with his 
blue suit as he addressed the 
convention. When asked how 
the speech went over, Powers 
said, “Mr. Senator, that was a 
brown shoe crowd if I ever 
saw one.” 

Among other duties, he 
would introduce visiting dig- 
nitaries in the White House, 
often with a bit of humor. The 
Shah of Iran was introduced 
as “My type of Shah.” When 
the foreign minister of the 
Soviet Union, Anastas 
Mikoyan, would visit, Powers 
would say, “The real Mikoyan 
is here.” 


DOUG’S 


DAY AND EVENING 
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was scouting on the Internet 
for salons with some contro- 
versy and found some sala- 
cious online comments from 
former employees. The pro- 
ducer offered some help from 
Tabitha. Farrell, not wanting 
the notoriety of a reality 
took the offer to her stylists, 
who also refused.

Trailers were parked in the 
parking lot; Tabitha looked at 
the books, the salon, studied 
the staff and analyzed busi- 
ness operations. 

Farrell said getting staff, 
and even a few customers, to 
sign a 25 page contract 
loaded with legalese was one 
of the tougher tasks. Her styl- 
ists, however, ended up enjoy- 
ing the experience because 
they learned much from 
Tabitha, said Farrell. 

Farrell heaped kudos on her 


During the Cuban missile 
crisis, one evening Powers 
was in the family quarters in 
the White House with JFK. 
Powers was eating some 
roast chicken. Then Bobby 
Kennedy came in with some 


distressing news on the mis- . 


sile crisis. While’ the 
Kennedys talked, Powers sat 
there, eating the chicken. 

The President turned to him 
and said, “God, Dave, the way 
you're eating up all that 
chicken and drinking up all 
my wine, anybody would 
think it was your last meal.” 

“The way Bobby's been talk- 
ing,” Powers said, “I thought 
it was my last meal.” 

Powers was in the presiden- 
tial motorcade in Dallas 
when Kennedy was shot on 
Nov. 22, 1963. He was in the 
Secret Service car behind the 
President’s limousine, and 
had taken some movie 
footage of the motorcade. He 
ran out of film shortly before 
they reached Dealey Plaza. 
When the president's limou- 
sine reached Parkland 
Hospital, he helped remove 
Kennedy from the car and 
place him on a stretcher. 

On the flight back to 
he sat with 


sat next to the President’s 
casket. 

After President Kennedy’s 
death, Dave and Jo Powers 
remained close with the 
Kennedy family. They would 
regularly visit Jacqueline 
Kennedy and her two chil- 
dren, and he would read sto- 
ries to them. They spent their 
summers in Hyannisport, and 
their children shared birth- 
days with the Kennedy chil- 
dren. 

David Powers also began 
assembling a collection of 
Kennedy material, which 
became the foundation of the 
JFK Presidential Library. 
When the museum opened at 
Columbia Point in 1979, David 
Powers was the director. 

With Kenneth O’Donnell 
and Larry O’Brien, he co- 
authored a memoir of JFK, 
“Johnny, We Hardly Knew 
Ye”. 

Jo Powers is still well, and 
is the last of the Lynch sib- 
lings. She has put the memo- 
ries of the Kennedy era 
behind her. David Powers 
died in 1998. 
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staff, looking back at events. 

“I was proud of them for 
their courage and they did an 
unbelievable job. Their work 
was beautiful,” praised 
Farrell.

“Due in large part to the 
struggling economy, we’ve 
seen a high ‘urgency of need’ 
while processing the _ 
emergency cases

Keurig, makers of the one- 
cup coffee brewer with its 
patented “K-cups,” moved 
into the old TASC building on 
Walkers Brook Drive in 
January 2008, having previ- 
ously been located in 
Wakefield. 

“Many of our employees 
were close to the Wakefield 
office. It was an easy transi- 
tion into a beautiful loca- 
tion,” said Keurig 
Communications Specialist 
Molly Kelley via email. 

The Reading building is 
actually the company’s head- 
quarters. Keurig, as 
explained by Kelley, is part of 
the parent company Green 
Mountain Coffee Roasters, 
and their headquarters is in 
Waterbury, Vermont.

are through the roof, with the 
product beginning to venture 
into “must-have” _ status.

enue at $421 million last fiscal 
year). The companies were 
ranked according to how 
their employees responded to 
23 different statements they 
were given about their com- 
panies.

Patrick shakes up Parole Board after cop killing

BOSTON (AP) — Gov. Deval 
Patrick acted sternly last 
Thursday after receiving a 
report detailing parole sys- 
tem failures and weaknesses 
that, police say, allowed a 
parolee released from triple 
life sentences to shoot and 
kill an officer after a failed 
jewelry heist. 

A somber Patrick 
announced he had accepted 
the resignations of the five 
members of the 
Massachusetts Parole Board 
who voted to release career 
criminal Dominic Cinelli 
about 18 months before he 
allegedly murdered Woburn 
Police Officer John Maguire 
in a Dec. 26 shootout. Cinelli, 
too, was killed in the 
exchange of gunfire. 

Patrick also accepted the 
resignation of the executive 
director’ of the board, and 
said he would seek to remove 
other officials from the 
agency pending civil service 


p : 

"Ultimately, it is Cinelli and 
Cinelli alone who is responsi- 
ble for the murder of Officer 
Maguire," Patrick said. "But 
after this review, I cannot say 
the Parole Board or parole 
office did all they could to 
assure public safety. I also 
see clear gaps in our current 
laws. As a result, the public 
has lost confidence in the 
parole system." 

Among the failures: While 
field agents interviewed 
Cinelli's _ girlfriend on 
December 14, they did not 
make a series of other so- 
called "collateral" checks 
with family members, 
employers and health coun- 
selors. Cinelli is now a sus- 
pect in other similar crimes 
during that span. 

"There are some warning 
signs that Parole could have 
know and would have seen 
that all the conditions of 
parole were not being met," 
Patrick said. 

The governor added that he, 


too, had "lost confidence in 


Parole." 
The actions contrasted with 


Patrick's initial post-shooting 
request to avoid "recrimina- 
tions," as well as to question 
the value in demanding resig- 
nations from the board mem- 
bers, who he said usually 
make the right decisions. 

Woburn Mayor Scott Galvin 
and Police Chief Philip 
Mahoney, as well as law 
enforcement officials across 
the state, countered by 
demanding the board mem- 
bers' resignations during a 
news conference held the 
same day Patrick was sworn 
into his second term. 

On Thursday, Patrick said 
that he did not want to pre- 
judge the review he ordered, 
but that once it was complete, 
he knew he had to take 
action. He also. accepted 
some personal blame, since 
he appointed or reappointed 
four of the six board mem- 
bers who voted to parole 
Cinelli—including board 
Chairman Mark Conrad. 

"I'm the governor. I'm 

responsible for all of it,” 
Patrick said as he left the 
room where the news confer- 
ence was held. 
_ Maguire's brother Chuck, 
who joined the chiefs in call- 
ing for the resignations, told 
reporters: "For the governor 
to be this strong, I was very 
happy, ecstatic." 

Nonetheless, he reflected 
upon Maguire's widow, 
Desiree, as he highlighted the 
impact of the mistakes. 

"Whatever they do to the 
Parole Board, whatever they 
do to the parole agents and 
the whole Parole 
Department, she doesn't real- 
ly care. He's dead. I think 
that the bottom line for her. 
Can't bring him back," Chuck 
Maguire said. 

State Rep. James Dwyer, D- 
Woburn, said he was encour- 
aged the Governor made the 
decision he did. 

“I think he did the right 
thing,” Dwyer said. 

Dwyer said he was encour- 
aged by the fact that not only 
did the board members who 


made the desicion were let go . 


but also people directly 
invovled in the case. 


“It was a correction of the 
problem from top to bottom,” 
Dwyer said. 

House Republican Leader 
Bradley H. Jones Jr. issued a 
statement saying he was "dis- 
appointed it took this long 
and that the life of a police 
officer had to be taken in 
order for him to act." 

And while the governor said 
he would file legislation 
Friday requiring that a vio- 
lent felon with two prior seri- 
ous convictions receive the 
maximum sentence for third 
conviction, Jones said it falls 
short of stalled legislation 
regarding habitual offenders 
that has been dubbed 
"Melissa's Bill.” 

Jones said, "Without having 
seen his legislation, it would 
appear that the most violent 
criminals would still have the 
possibility of being paroled. 
The fact is we can do better 
and we should do better." 

In addition to his other 
actions, Patrick named Josh

Wall, now the first assistant 
district attorney in Suffolk 
County, the parole office's 
interim executive director. He 
added that he intends to 
name Wall as the board's 
chairman. 

Wall's boss, Suffolk District 
Attorney Dan Conley, said: "If - 
it was. the governor's inten- 
tion to appoint someone to 
oversee Parole with a pro- 
found commitment to justice, 
the deepest empathy for vic- 
tims, a proven record as’a 
reformer and unassailable 
credentials protecting the 
public safety, he could not 
have made a finer pick than 
Josh Wall." 

By law, parole hearings 
must continue, the governor 
said. But he said he has 
instructed the board not to 
release anyone convicted of 
violent crimes, or of using -a 
gun or other weapon ina 
crime, unless the parole staff 
is convinced the person can 
be properly supervised.

Increase in attendance at 
Tewksbury Congregational Church 


TEWKSBURY — Tewksbury 
Congregational Church is 
pleased to announce an 
increase in youth attending 
church regularly.

Wilmington may not be only 
program changing leagues

In less than eight months, 
the entire Wilmington High 
School Athletic Department 
will end its 16-year history as 
a member of the Cape Ann 
League. The entire WHS ath- 
letic program will be going to 
its fourth league in school his- 
tory, and third since the 
spring of 1994, with the switch 
to the Middlesex League. As 
promised when the story first 
hit more than a year ago, the 
Town Crier will have much 
more on the switch of leagues 
in upcoming issues. 

But in the meantime, it 
appears as if Tewksbury will 
try to jump ship from the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference as well. The 
Redmen previously tried to 
join forces with Wilmington 
in the Middlesex League but 
were denied, and now accord- 


ing to a Boston Herald story, . 


Tewksbury is one of five cur- 
rent MVC teams who are 
looking at joining the Dual 
County League. 

The Herald recently report- 
ed that five MVC schools met 
with the DCL in hopes of 
merging and according to the 
Herald’s sources, Tewksbury 
as well as Andover, 
Chelmsford, Billerica and 
Dracut are interested in join- 
ing for the _ longterm. 
Currently, the DCL is made 
up of two six team divisions, 
but after this year that total 
number will drop to ten 
teams as Arlington is leaving 
to join Wilmington “in the 
Middlesex League, and 
Tyngsboro will be leaving to 
join the Central Mass League 
(who called that several 
years ago when they moved to 
the DCL?). 

Apparently, the DCL would 
like to eventually expand to 
three divisions of six teams 
each. Right now, the large 
school division consists of 


Acton-Boxboro, Westford, 
Lincoln-Sudbury, Newton 
South, Boston Latin and 


Waltham, while the small 
school division has Wayland, 
Concord-Carlisle, Bedford 
and Weston, with Arlington 
and Tyngsboro. 

If those five MVC teams join 
the DCL, it would create a 
very strong and balanced 
league - all the while those 
MVC teams would no longer 
have to face either Central 
Catholic for boys and girls 
sports, and Notre Dame 
Academy for girls sports 
(thankfully). Those remain- 
ing MVC teams -— Central, 
Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill 
and Methuen, could possibly 
then join up with the Greater 
Boston League, which has 
gone to shambles in the past 
few years, The GBL currently 
has just five teams — 
Cambridge, Somerville, 
Everett, Medford and 
Malden. 

Rumors of this nature have 
been ongoing for several 
years now. Back in January 
of 2008, both Athletic 
Directors, Ed Harrison of 
Wilmington and Brian Hickey 
of Tewksbury, denied that 
there Was any interest to 
change leagues and join up 
with the Middlesex League. 


Then less than a year-and-a- 
half later, it was announced 
that Wilmington and 
Arlington would be joining 
the Middlesex League - that 
news came in June of 2009, 
and it was stated that both 
teams wouldn’t start competi- 
tion in the new league until 
September of 2011. It is still 
unclear which teams will 
make up the large and small 
school divisions in the newly 
aligned Middlesex League, 
but Wilmington is certainly 
going to be in the small 
school with most likely 
Watertown, Wakefield, 
Melrose, Stoneham and 
Belmont. 

When it was announced that 
Wilmington would be enter- 
ing the Middlesex League and 
Tewksbury was denied to join, 
Hickey said that as an athlet- 
ic director he will always “try 
to explore different things to 
do what’s best for the kids of 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School”. 

That being said, certainly a 
move to the DCL in this for- 
mat would be just that. Being 
the smallest school in the 
entire MVC, it becomes very 
difficult for Tewksbury to 
compete with Central 
Catholic and Lowell day in 
and day out. Thus a possible 
switch to the DCL, perhaps in 
the small school division with 
Wayland, Weston, Concord- 
Carlisle, Bedford, Dracut and 
Boston Latin would make a 
lot of sense, while the large 
school division would be an 
awesome group between 
Acton-Boxboro, Westford, 
Lincoln-Sudbury, Newton 
South, Waltham, Chelmsford, 
Andover and Billerica. 

If that was the case with 
eight teams in the large 
school and seven from the 
small school, then perhaps, 
possible future additions 
could be North Andover and 
Masconomet from the Cape 
Ann League and maybe 
Winthrop from the Northeast 
Conference -- three towns 
who have expressed interest 
in leaving their current 
leagues. 

Until anything is formerly 
announced, it’s all rumors 
and speculation, but certainly 
current athletic directors of 
many schools - not just 
Wilmington and Tewksbury - 
are not happy with the way 
the current leagues are divid- 
ed throughout Eastern Mass. 


Public vs Catholic 


In another Herald story, it 
was recently published that 
the athletic directors from 
many public schools, espe- 
cially Dedham and Duxbury, 
will be presenting an idea to 
the MIAA about separating 
public and non-public schools 
in state tournament competi- 
tion. The next meeting with 
MIAA officials isn’t until 
April, but Dedham AD Mike 
Plansky told that Herald that 
he doesn’t think it’s fair or 
right that teams such as 
Central Catholic can draw 
extremely talented athletes 
from New Hampshire, and go 
on to win many state champi- 
onship titles in various sports. 

Plansky’s idea would only 
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affect 17 of the 33 total high 
school sports offered includ- 
ing boys and girls soccer, 
cross country, track, tennis 
and basketball, as well as 


-girls’ swimming, volleyball, 


baseball, softball and boys’ 
hockey. Individual sport com- 
mittees in each affected ‘sport 
will decide how to run their 
public and non-public tourna- 
ments, according to the story. 

If this ever comes to 
fruition, Mike Plansky will be 
my new best friend.

“James has a great, great 
day. He’s still looking for his 
first championship title of 
this year, but he’ll get it. He 
faced nothing but top notch 
competition again, and in the 
finals he ended up losing to 
Chris Parrell of St. 
Johnsbury, 84. James will 
get there - he’ll get that break 
he’s been looking for.” 

Perry was one of seven 
Wildcat wrestlers to place in 
the tournament, an incredi- 
ble feat. 

“We had placed second and 
third before, but over the last 
few years this is by far our 
best finish as a team,” said 
Pimental.

But this new version, while

Assisted living facility installs energy- 
efficient mechanical and lighting systems 


Longwood Place at 
Reading goes green 


Longwood Place at Reading, an assisted living commu- 
nity for seniors, is developing an eco-friendly environment 
for its residents and employees and reducing operating 


costs at the same time. 


Recently, the 86-unit senior pesidestt community 
replaced aging HVAC and lighting systems with energy- 
efficient, recyclable technology that offers increased power 
output with less pollution. "In just months, with a few sim- 
ple steps, Longwood Place at Reading has dramatically 
reduced its impact on the environment," said Frank 
Petras, executive director. "We're making Longwood a 
healthier place to live and work." Petras said Longwood's 
investment in new technology will save the retirement 
community $8,000 annually and reduce energy consump- 


tion by 40%. 


In November, Longwood replaced three 12-year-old 
rooftop HVAC units with high-efficiency Carrier units and 
switched the kitchen's ventilation system to a new one reg- 
ulated by a programmable thermostat. While the old 
kitchen exhaust operated loudly and continuously all day, 
the new unit turns on and off automatically. "By regulating 
the kitchen vent, we've increased the overall comfort level 
within our buildings and substantially reduced energy con- 


sumption," said Petras. 


In December, Longwood Place at Reading was chosen 
by its property management company, WinnCompanies, to 
pilot an LED lighting upgrade program. According to Eli 
Herman, WinnCompanies' energy project coordinator, "We 
switched fluorescent lights with LED lighting in common 
areas inside Longwood Place and on exterior light poles." 
Herman said all the new LED lights are equipped with 
motion sensors and consume half the energy of even the 
most efficient fluorescent bulb. "We've decreased exterior 
light pollution as well," he said, noting that the new pole 
lights produce focused, downward light rather than shoot- 
ing light in all directions unnecessarily. "With LED lights, 
we're getting more useful directional light, better output 
and using less energy," said Herman. Unlike fluorescent 
lights, LEDs produce less carbon dioxide emissions and do 
not have mercury. They last longer and are recyclable. ~~ 

Both National Grid and the Reading Municipal Light 
Department have awarded rebates to Longwood Place for 
installing energy efficient products. Longwood purchased 
the HVAC units through Captive Aire and the lighting 
equipment through Northeast Green Energy Group. 
Medford Wellington Service Company was the installer. 

Petras said Longwood's recent energy changes are just 
part of an overall commitment to the environment. 
Employees and residents have always made good green 
choices. Since 2008, Longwood has recycled over 19 tons of 
paper and donated the proceeds to the Reading Food 
Pantry. Longwood also has a community garden for resi- 
dents to grow flowers and harvest vegetables. 

"Many of our residents have lived through times of eco- 
nomic challenges. They're mindful of the environment and 
appreciate being resourceful and not wasteful," said 


Petras. 


Sam's Bistro site 
modifications approved 
Some raise concerns about parking.

READING - Sam’s Bistro’s 
planned site modifications 
raised concerns about traffic 
safety in the parking lot and 
drainage at a meeting of the 
Community Planning and 
Development Committee. 

Town Planner Jean Delios, 
explained that the site plan 
was approved in August, 2009, 
but the town discovered dis- 
crepancies between the plan 
and what was constructed 
after the restaurant opened in 
July, 2010. 

The discrepancies range 
from parking spaces that are 
too small, or built at angles 
that pose difficulties in navi- 
gating the lot, to a drainage 
system that included changes 
never presented to town plan- 
ners. 

Additionally, . the plan 
included a crosswalk from the 
handicapped space to the 
building - this crosswalk cur- 
rently does not exist. And the 
current site includes granite 
curbing that was not outlined 
in the original plan. 

Owner Michael Palmer 
hired Jack Sullivan, of 
Sullivan Engineering, to plan 
corrective actions. Sullivan 
presented the changes to the 
board. Some of the modifica- 
tions. include designating 
smaller parking spaces to 
compact cars and employee 
parking, striping the parking 
spaces, adding the crosswalk 
from the handicapped park- 
ing to the building, complet- 
ing vertical granite curbing at 
the entrance to the site and 
the addition of landscaping — 
including the planting of ten 
trees. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, Sullivan explained 
that projects often encounter 
changes when they move off 
the page into reality. 


“It looks like a lot is differ- 
ent here,” he said. “Even 
though it sounds like a lot, 
(the previous contractors) 
changed some grading and 
when they constructed the 
parking lot, they went beyond 
what was allowed ...there’s 
always differences, nothing is 
ever built according to plan. 
(The changes) are relatively 
minor in the scope of a large 
construction project.” 

A Hopkins Street abutter - 
who did not want to be named 
- said she was concerned 
specifically with changes to 
the site grading and the 
potential for water runoff i in 


to her property. 
When Chairman J ohn 
Weston asked Sullivan 


whether the current drainage 
system would work as effec- 
tively as the originally 
planned system, he respond- 
ed. “The drainage system is 
really designed so that every- 
thing is still flowing through 
the same system.” 

Sullivan explained in an 
interview that’ the establish- 
ment previously located on 
that lot, The Wayside Bazaar, 
had no drainage system. He 
said that, in terms of d 
with water runoff, the site has 
dramatically improved. 

“They (the previous con- 
struction company) installed 
an underground infiltration 
system and added a site 
basin,” he said. 

The board approved Sam s 
Bistro’s request as a minor 
modification and owner 
Palmer plans to complete the 
changes by June 1, 2011. 

The Conservation 
Commission will also address 
these site plan revisions at a 
meeting on January 19th, 
which was rescheduled from 


January 12th, due to a bliz- 
zara. 
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Apple CEO Steve Jobs takes 
another medical leave 


SEATTLE (AP) — Steve 
Jobs, the CEO who trans- 
formed Apple Inc. from 
niche computer maker into 
the most-envied consumer- 
electronics brand today, is 
taking a medical leave of 
absence for the second time 
in two years. 

In the last decade, Jobs, 
55, has survived a rare but 
curable form of pancreatic 
cancer and undergone a 
liver transplant. The news 
that he will again step back 
from his day-to-day role 
raises serious questions 
about the CEO's health. 

But analysts believe the 
company Jobs shepherded 
from garage startup to a $65 
billion technology trendset- 
ter is in good hands with the 
current slate of talented 
executives — even as Apple, 
now the Silicon Valley play- 
er to beat, faces increasing 
competition from Google 
Inc. and others. 

It is not yet clear 

investors in the U.S. will 
share analysts' confidence. 
The ‘news was delivered 
Monday when markets were 
closed for the Martin Luther 
King Jr. holiday. Investors 
sent Apple's shares down 
$15.48, or 4.4 percent, to $333 
in Tuesday morning trad- 
ing. 
. Investors have pinned 
much of their faith in the 
company on Jobs himself, 
sending shares tumbling on 
every bit of news or rumor 
of his ailing health. That's 
because Jobs is an industry 
oracle of sorts, inventing 
new products he knows con- 
sumers will want even 
before they realize it. He is 
also known as a demanding 
and hands-on leader who is 
involved in even the small- 
est details of product devel- 
opment. 

In a note to employees, 
Jobs said he will continue 
as CEO and will be involved 


in major decisions. Chief 
Operating Officer Tim Cook 
will be responsible for all 
day-to-day operations. 

For now, very little is 
known about Jobs' current 
condition. Apple did not pro- 
vide any information 
beyond the  six-sentence 
note announcing his leave, 
leaving unanswered ques- 
tions about whether the 
CEO is acutely ill, whether 
the leave is related to his 
2009 liver transplant or 
whether he is at home or in 
a hospital. 

Unlike Jobs' 2009 leave of 
absence, when he vowed to 
return to work in less than 
six months, Jobs did not say 
in the note made public 
Monday how long he would 
be on leave this time. 

"T love Apple so much 
and hope to be back as soon 
as I can," Jobs wrote. "In 
the meantime, my family 
and I would deeply appreci- 
ate respect for our privacy." 

Although some analysts 
expect Apple shares to sink 
Tuesday in the U.S., many 
believe the company can 
function successfully even 
without Jobs in the corner 
office full-time — and with 
Apple at the forefront of a 
new revolution in personal 
computing. 

In 2010, investors. seem- 
ingly grew accustomed to 
Jobs' extreme thinness, 
focusing instead on the 
early success of the iPad 
with consumers. Shares 
increased 53 percent last 
year to top $300. With Apple 
no doubt polishing the sec- 
ond version of the iPad and 
competition among tablet 
makers expected to heat up 
this year and next, some 
stockholders may fear that 
without Jobs, Apple could 
lose its lead to tablets run- 
ning Google's Android soft- 
ware or Microsoft Corp.'s 
Windows.

But if the free sessions are made avail- 
able, beginners should take advantage of those sessions to 
help get their fitness routine off on the right foot. 


* Fewer repetitions, more sets. A common mistake when 
beginning an exercise regimen is to dive right in without 
really knowing the ins and outs of a routine. For example, 
many people load up on repetitions (reps), feeling the more 
reps the more effective a workout will be. However, begin- 
ners often find fewer reps but additional sets is more effec- 
tive. So instead of doing 4 sets of 10 reps, do 5 sets of 8 reps. 
This might seem too small to make a difference, but begin- 
ners often tire near the end of a set, and doing fewer reps 
per set can help them avoid fatigue and make the most of 
each repetition and set. 


* Stay hydrated. Drink water throughout an exercise reg- 
imen to remain hydrated. Maintaining proper fluid levels 
helps avoid cramping and dehydration, which can bring 
their own batch of painful side effects, including nausea 
and heart palpitations. For those who workout in the early 
morning, be sure to drink water before working out to over- 
come any dehydration that may have occurred while 
asleep. For those who workout after work, be sure to drink 
water throughout the day so the body is fully hydrated 
when the time comes to hit the gym.
